EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1, 5, 10-13, 24 and 29-34 are allowed. 
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3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record does not teach or suggest the applicant's invention as claimed in detail, particularly 
wherein Hirata et al. '058 does not explicitly disclose dynamically calculating a time when a 
protocol control block associated with the speculated connection is to be pre-fetched from an 
external memory unit wherein the time is calculated in accordance with an estimated processing 
time associated with the receive packet less an estimated latency time associated with pre- 
fetching the protocol control block. See also Applicant's remarks of August 2, 2007.
